JAPANESE USED BAYONETS 
IN ATTACKING RUSSIANS 


St. Petersburg, August 29.—1!2:50 p. m. 
General Kuropatkin = since vesterday 
morning has been drawing in all his 
forces from his eastern and southern 
fronts toward lAao-Yang. An-Ping, 
Esegow, Liandiansian and An-Shan- 
Shan. constituting the main positions of 
the outer defense line of Liao-Yang, have 
been abandoned. 

The heaviest fighting occurred on the 
extreme left, where the Japanese ad- 
vanced -to the assault again and again 
with bayonets. The attacks at Tsegow 
and An-Ping were delivered with fanat- 
feal bravery. The Russians lost e large 
proportion of officers, ten guns and from 
1,500 to 2,000 men, but the Ruesians had 
been generally successful in beating off 
the assaults all along the long line, and 
the Russians declare that the order to 
retire came as a surprise, just when 
they were expecting orders for a general 
advance. This is considered to be proof 
that General Kuropatkin, finding his 
main positions threatened on his right 
flank, and fearing difficulties in with- 
drawing, owing to the condition of the 
roads, which have been transformed into 
mud bogs by the rain, considered that a 
retreat was imperative. The retirement

Of course, it is realized here that if the 
railroad north of Liao-Yang is cut the 
position of the Russian army would be 
rendered serious, if not desperate. as it 
would probably compel General Kuropat- 
kin to accept- an engagement against his 
will.

I can scarcely 
refrain from an expression of view along 
this line,-and if any of our farmers profit 
by these suggestions I shall be glad I 
offered them. 

If a farmer, when his crop is harvest- 
ed, will sell enough of his cotton at cur- 
rent prices at the opening of the season 
to pay his debts and hold the remainder 
until a price is obtained, which will in 
a measure repay him for his labor, it 
will result in his accumulating something. 
A man has no business farming if it re- 
quires the sale of his entire crop to pay 
him out of debt. If he has farmed on 


‘anything like a reasonably economical 
‘basis he has a surplus in his crop under 
‘normal conditions and when he parts 


with his entire crop at once an& as soon 
as it is gathered he shortens his surplus 
to the extent of the difference between 
the price set by a glutted market and 
that set by a scant market. He gets the 
money in one lump sum, pays his de#s 
and his surplus is oftener than otherwise 
absorbed in current expenses. Next year 
he is as poor as he was the year previous, 
and he begins on a “‘carrying’’ basis again 
and repeats the same operation the fol- 
lowing fall. He becomes the subject of the 
will of a full market, which would a 
little later on offer him a fair compensa- 
tion for the value he has to offer, if he 
will only hold on till the market needs 
him.
